“Assume that you are a prohibition 
agent and that while driving alone 
on a public highway at nine o’clock 
at night, about 20 miles from the 
nearest town, you discover a disabled 
and 
apparently 
abandoned 
truck 
loaded with barrels. 
Upon closer in­ 
spection you are convinced that these 
barrels contain intoxicating liquor. 
“What action would you take?” 
But it is the examinations for pro­ 
hibition “officials” as distinguished 
from “agents” that are really cal­ 
culated to scare off anybody who has 
not a perfect past and an impertur­ 
bable composure. 
The salaries for 
these positions range from $3,006 to 
$6,000 a year. Besides all the investi­ 
gations of the character, experience 
and fitness pf the applicant for the 
Job, the applicants who pass the first 
hurdle—the complete report on their 
past life and w*ork—must then sub­ 
mit to the most searching and char­ 
acter-revealing oral examination psy­ 
chologists can devise. 
For example, 
in the case of a prospective adminis­ 
trator. zone supervisor or assistant 
commissioner, 12 examiners will in 
turn question the applicant for the 


position, shooting at him all sorts of

The three applicants making the 
highest rating for each position will

War Risk Insurance 
Swamps Employes 
Of Veterans Bureau 


So many applications for reinstate­ 
ment and conversion of war risk in­ 
surance have been received by the 
U. S. Veterans’ bureau during June 
and up to the limit fixed on July 2 
that It will still be some time before 
all applications can be acted upon and 
reports made, according to Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, director of the U. S. 
Veterans’ bureau. 
Just how many applications have 
been made is not known as yet for all 
applications have not yet been receiv­ 
ed from the different regional offices 
and hospitals. 
But it is estimated 
that applications for renewals and 
conversion for the month of June 
alone will run between 175.000 and 
200.000 and of this number it is esti­ 
mated that at least 100.000 are from 
men who previously allowed their in­ 
surance to lapse. 
Gen. Hines says that the enormous 
volume of applications received has 
passed all expectations and makes 
the task of recording and issuing the 
new converted policies an unprece­ 
dented one. 
Applications are acted 
upon in the order in which they w*ere 
received. 
Thus, any one making an 
application at the last minute cannot 
expect to receive his policy for some 
time yet. For this reason. Gen. Hines 
urges all applicants to continue pay­ 
ments of their premiums even though 
they have not received their policies, 
and to further assist in the work of 
the bureau by refraining from writ­ 
ing the bureau concerning their in­ 
surance as that but takes the time 
of the force that they might spend 
upon the issuing of policies. 
Gen. Hines also wishes to compli­ 
ment the employes of the bureau who 
have not only foregone their summer 
vacation but many are working night 
and day in order to place the w*ork on 
a current basis.

"Also, it is certain tliat such a sit­ 
uation can be controlled by the prop­ 
er use of gas. Once you have started 
the bullet or shell on its way, all con­ 
trol over it is done.

WASHINGTON, July 14,—Almost 
100 years ago a member of the 
Sprague family of Massachusetts took 
charge of the American consulate at 
Gibraltar. 
Since 
then 
none 
but 
Spragues have held that post, the 
present consul Richard Louis Sprague 
having rounded out Just 26 years of 
service at “The Rock” this July. 
Though the official reign of the 
Spragues began in 1832, the family 
has been represented 
in Gibraltar 
since the opening of the 19th century. 
Shortly after 1800 Horatio Sprague, a 
Junior member of a Boston merchant 
firm, which had important commer­ 
cial connections in Cadiz, Malaga, 
Malta and Genoa set sail for Europe 
I to look out for the interests of his 
company on that end. 
Gibraltar was one of the principal 
points of trans-shipment for Spanish 
and 
Moroccan 
goods 
and 
there 
Sprague opened his branch office and 
established his residence. During the 
j War of 1812, he was required by the 
. British to leave the port. He went to 
the nearby town of Algeciras, Spain, 
but because of the high esteem in 
which he was held by the governor of 
Gibraltar was permitted to enter that 
port every day to transact business 
Immediately after the war he return- J 
ed to Gibraltar; on April 30. 1832, was 
appointed American consul by Presi­ 
dent Andrew Jackson. 
Horatio Sprague served for 16 years 
He died in 1848 and was succeeded by 
his son, Horatio Jones Sprague, who 
was appointed by President James 
Polk. The son had bene active under 
his father in the consulate and also 
in the social and business life of Gi­ 
braltar, southern Spain and Tangier. 
One of the many unsolved mys­ 
teries of the sea was laid before Con­ 
sul Sprague shortly after the Civil 
war when a British steamer came in­ 
to Gibraltar with the American bark- 
cntine Marie Celeste in tow. 
The 
Marie Celeste had been picked up on 
a bright day on a calm sea, heading 
down the coast of Portugal. She had 
been sighted 
following 
an erratic 
course and after having failed to get 
an answer to his signals, the British 
captain boarded her. 
There was not 
a soul on board, although all her 
boats were in place, the hatches were 
down and the cargo fully protected. 
Why or how the Marie Celeste was 
abandoned in mid-ocean and what 
became of the crew and the captain 
and family has never been learned. 
Richard Louts Sprague, son of the 
consul, succeeded to the post upon the 
latter’s death in 1901.

LONDON, July 14—A scheme which 
possibly may revolutionise the Eng­ 
lish trade union movement is under­ 
stood to be afoot among prominent 
moderate 
English trade 
unionists. 
With Prank Hodges, late secretary of 
the Miners International, as its re­ 
puted leading spirit, the scheme calls 
for the formation of an entirely new 
Trade Union Congress. 
The plan for the formation of a 
new organisation synchronises wrlth a 
decision of the General Council of 
the existing Congress to enter on a 
fierce recruiting campaign to fill up 
trade union ranks, which for a variety 
of reasons have become seriously de­ 
pleted since the General Strike of 
last year. 
The birth of the new organisation 
and the partial decay of the old can 
probably be traced to the same cause, 
that of discontent among the rank 
and file over the introduction of poli­ 
tics into the trade union movement. 
Nearly two and a half million mem- 
j bers have left 
the 
leading 
trade 
unions since the General Strike, ac­ 
cording to latest reports, and the con­ 
census of opinion in moderate Labor 
circles is that the "desertions" are a 
result of the disastrous attempt to 
dabble in politics on the part of the 
' T. U. C. as evidenced by the General 
Strike. 
With this in view the new organ­ 
ization will be modeled on a purely 
non-political basis, and the member- 
jship of a majority of present trade 
union workers is anticipated.
